WHAT'S NEXT. IN THE COAL

Community situations and neighbor- 
hood scraps which are caused by odors 
have always been a source of great an- 
noyance to health officers. The latter 
know that odors do not cause disease. 
They know that the little money they 
have to spend will not suffice to control 
those causes which produce disease be- 
yond question.

By 
sedimentation and filtering they make 
inoffensive one of the most offen- 
sively odoriferous trade wastes, They 
have also solved the problem of the of- 
fensive straw board waste and the even 
more offensive tannery waste. Copperas, 
lime,.and. alum are the chemicals used 
in the several processes.

Some of the offensive processes ha ve 
been made inoffensive dy agitating 
liquids with air. In some chlorine has 
solved the problem: In some oxidation 
is even more directly done. If sewage 
and garbage can be handled in a way 
that is inoffensive to the noses of the 
neighbors, other processes can be made 
80. °

of the finest perfumes are made from 
very offensive substances. A something 
which “smelis” outrageously is slight- 
ly changed ‘chemically, and thereby con- 
verted into a perfume.
